Troy 
was inaecessible te the armies atiack- 
ing her, thanks to her impregnable 
walls. And the attacking army was 
unable to achieve victory until, with 
the aid.of the famous Trojan Horse, 
it managed to penetrate the very heart 
|of the enemy’s camp..,We revolution- 
Jary workers, it seems to me, should 
not be shy of using the same tactics. 
Comrades, in the struggle for the es- 
tablishment° of the United Front the 
importance of the leading role of the 
Communist Party increases extraordin- 
arily. Only the Communist Party is 
at bottom the imitator; the” organizer 
and the driving force of the united 
front of the working class.” (This 
same Dimitrov is now head of the 
Communist government in Bulgaria 
and is one of Stalin’s most effective 
leaders in the drive for Communist 
conquest of Europe.) 


Of all the iniquitous schemes the 
Communists have invented and used to 
further their villainous purposes inthis 
country, none is more baneful or mal- 
odorous than their booby trap front- 
organizations set up to capture our 
American youth. Before the war there 
were several of these —the most 
active two being the American Youth 
Congress and the American Student 
Union. When Hitler attacked Stalin 
in 1941, these two youths ‘fronts’ 
labor | \ithered and died as their main decep- 
tive strategy had been the role of 
“working for peace.” .

Youth for Democracy.” Its formation 
was nothing but a sleight-of-hand per- 
formance — a ‘‘quick change” behind 
the scenes. A group known as the 
Young Communist League, accompan- 
ied. by a few simple-minded stooges 
and fellow-travelers, went into a ‘‘con- 
vention room’’ (Manhattan Center) 
in New York and after a little double- 
dealing talk came out brandishing the 
shining new name of American Youth 
for Democracy (AYD). 


The first gesture toward this switch 
appeared in the Communist ‘‘Daily 
Worker” (July 7, ’43) with a long 
article signed by Max Weiss, President 
of the Young Communist League. In 
this he explained that the National 
Council of the Young Communist 
League for some time had been dis- 
cussing the matter of a change of pro- 
gram to “broaden its leadership’ to 
reach out and “draw youth into full 
participation in the political life of our 
country.” 

Accordingly, a general convention 
of the Young Communist League was 
called to be held iri New York at Man- 
hattan Center the night of October 15, 
1943. The “Daily Worker” (Oct. 16) 
reported that over 5,000 were present 


as the Y.-C.LL. “opened its na- 
tional convention to consider its own 


500 of those present were 
Y.C.L. delegates. The main address 
was by Communist Earl Browder, who 
opened by extending “the warmest 
greetings and sincere best wishes fer 
success from the National Committee 
of the Communist Party” (Daily 
Worker, Oct. 16, °43). The Rev. 
Harry Ward (who is probably Amer- 
ica’s most prolific Communist-front 
sponsor) also spoke — as did a colored 
representative from the Communist- 
dominated National Maritime Union — 
as well as other Communists. 


Bob Thompson, who was then Vice- 
President of the Young Communist 
League and is now one of the main 
leaders in the newly reorganized Com- 
munist Party gave a long address which 
was reprinted in the “Daily Worker.”’ 
The New York Times (Oct. 17, °43) 
reported the meeting and explained 
how the Young Communist League was 
dissolved with a ‘snake dance and the 
chanting of ‘ ity Forever!” (a 
Communist song).

Weiss 
also stated in other reports that ‘‘the 
new organization would militantly 
champion the rights of Communists to 
full citizenship in our democratic life.” 
Weiss as President of the Young Com- 
munists also said: ‘All Communists 
will naturally hope that thousands of 
youths who will join the new organiza- 
tion will also later join the Commun- 
ist Party.” This should clarify the 
whole strategy behind the setting up 
of this new A.Y.D. Communist-front. 


The official Socialist paper ‘The 
Call’ (Nov. 12, °’43) exposed this 
Communist scheme with the headline: 
““‘Amefican .Youth for Democracy’ is 
just one more come-on line.” It then 
said: ‘‘The dissolution of the Young 
Communist League . 
at the YCL convention . ; 
the ashes of the old arose the new, for 
what emerged was just the same old 
YCL with a new name and an appeal 
for, non-Communists. The new organ- 
ization sports the confusing name ‘Am- 
erican Youth for Democracy’ and_ in- 
cludes the old Young Communist 
League personnel and program — and 
the same old undemocratic YCL tac- 
tics.’’ The article then went on to show 
that all that had happened in the switch 
from YCL to AYD was a change of 
name — and clever deception.
